Brazil-Argentine !!A'n:mlury Dispute De-
olded In ‘ avor of raxzil.

WasniveroN, Feb. 7.—The president
Waednesday announced throagh the
secretary of state his decision as arbi-
trator between Brazil and Argentine in

eountiies over the Missiones territory.
The document was quite long-and much
of it was given up to a recital of the
provision of the treaty of Sept. 31, 1559,
by which the two countries agrexd to
submit the questions at issue to the ar-
bitration of the president of the United
States and stated at length the exact

bitrator.

The substance of the president's de-
cision is contained in the following par-
sgraph: *That the boundary line be-
tween the Argentine Republic and the
United States of Brazil in that part sub-
mitted to me for arbitration and de-
cision, is constituted and shall bz es-
tablished by and upon the rivers Pepiri
(also called Pepiri-Guazu) and Sin An-
tontio, to wit:
had designated in the argument and
documents submitted to me as consti-
tuting the boundary, and herein before
denominated the westerly system.”

The territory involved covers an area
of 81,000 square miles and has a popala-
tion of about 7,000 inhabitants. The
situation of the disputed territory is of
no little interest, not only from ax politi-
cal.'but from a military standpoint.
